DETAILS OF FIUdlT. 

Revolutionists Committed Terrible Ha- 
voc iu Barcelona. 

Port-Of-Spain. Island of Trinidad, 
Aug. 12.— Details of the fighting at Bar- 
velona, Venezuela, received here by boat 
show that a terrible battle started on 
Sunday, August 3, and that 011 the. fol- 
. owing Wednesday the revolutionists en- 
tered the city. They kept up a con- 
tinuous firing day and night, destroying 
houses' one by one to the centre of the 
city. At midnight on Thursday, two- 
thirds of the city was in their power. 
On Friday tho government strongholds 
were curried, and the survivors of the 
government officers tried to escape by 
the river to the sea. Failing iu this, 
they made one lust stand, after which 
at noon Friday thoy surrendered to the 
revolutionist commanders, Generals 
Francisco, iMonugas and Platero. Among 
those, taken prisoners are Martin Mar- 
eano, president of tho 'State of (Barcel- 
ona, and commander of tho government 
troops, eight generals, and 23 colonels. 
Tho dead on both sides numbered 107. 
All the houses in the city were sacked 
and iu some instances inoffensive women 
and children were maltreated and killed. 

All stores were pillaged and especially 
those belonging to foreigners, and the 
French cable ofiice was robbe'fl. 9h< 
United Slates, Italian and Hutch con- 
sulates wore pillaged, and the consuls 
have asked for men of war to protect 
life and property. 

United States Minister Bowcn, at 
Unrnc.-TS, lias cabled the United States 
cruiser 'Cincinnati to go to Barcelona, 
without delay and take provisions. The 
Topekn is anchored at Port Cabillo, the 
.Marietta is 011 the Orinoco, the Ger- 
man warship Fnlke, is at Curacao, and 
the Italian cruiser Giovanni Bausan, ami 
the British cruiser Pallas, are at La 
G uaira. 

'Berlin, Aug. 12.— At the foreign ofiice 
it was said today, that the German gov- 
ernment knew nothing of the reported 
intention to land German marines at 
1'orto Uabello, Venezuela, and that if the 
United 'States has sent a vessel to land 
marines there it must be for other rea- 
sons than the reported German landing. 
Commanders of the German warship- 
in the Caribbean, it was added, would 
not go beyond their discretion if they 
considered' it necessary to land a force 
to protect German interests. 



.Montreal, Aug. 12.— Montreal -whole- 
sale grocers were surprised tTiis morn- 
ing to receive, advices from British Co- 
lumbia to cancel all quotations on can- 
ned salmon. It was understood that 
the catch this year was a phenomenal 
one, and that prices would accordingly 
be lower. 

Tho Royal St. Lawrence Yacht club 
this morning, received a telegram from 
the W'kito Bear club, Minneapolis, to 
the effect that a challenge for the Sea- 
wanaka cup was on the way. The 
Oshkosh club, of Bridgeport, Conu., who 
were defeated in the series "which closed 
yesterday, have also challenged, h'ut 
only on condition that no other chal- 
lenge is received. A challenge is also 
expected from Manchester, Mass. 

Sydney, N. S., Aug. 12.— President 
Boss, of the Dominion Iron & Steel Co., 
says there is absolutely nothing iu the 
reported amalgamation of the Canadian 
and 'British steel industries to light the 
United iStntes trust. Ho snys tho ques- 
tion lias not even been discussed. 

Three Rivers, Que., Aug. 12. — Tho two 
Galurdeau children were found by the 
police late last night at Gape Mag- 
dalene. It appears that tho parents of 
tho children had been separated for four 
years, the father coming to Three Riv- 
ers with the two children, and the moth- 
er following and taking up her residence 
at Cape Magdalene. The mother, to- 
gether with a friend, drove to Three 
Rivers yesterday and in tho absence of 
the father took possession of the chil- 
dren. The courts will now have to 
decide as to their guardianship.

'London, Aug. 12.— Two thousand co- 
lonial troops, here to attend coronation, 
including the Canadian contingent, were 
reviewed by King Edward today on tho 
grounds of Buckingham Palace. The 
Prince of Wales, on behalf of His Ma- 
jesty, distributed tho coronation medals 
to those entitled to them. The King 
inspected the troops from tho terrace, 
where he was accompanied by Queen 
Alexandra, Prince and 'Princess Henry 
of Prussia and other Royal personages, 
Earl 'Roberts, Lord Kitchener, Joseph 
Ghamberlain,' several Coloniul Premiers, 
and King Lewaruika of Barotsela, all 
of whom showed keen interest in the 
picturesque body of men arrayed du vari- 
colored "uniforms as they marched past 
in single lilo. 

The King personally fastened the Vic- 
toria Gross on the breast of Sergt. Law- 
rence, tho first man iu line, after which 
/he Tetired to the shade of an awning 
and left the distribution of tho medals 
to the Prince of Wales. The members 
of the Royal family were much amused 
at the unconventionally of the colonials, 
who, after they had received medals, 
seated themselves comfortably on the 
grass and smoked as they watched the 
decoration of their comrades. When all 
had received their medals the troops 
advanced and presented anus while tho 
massed bands played the .National An- 
them. The King stepped forward and 
delivered an animated address, ■which 
was greeted with cheers and waving of 
hats by the troops. 

While the results of the Colonial con- 
ference which ended yesterday are gen- 
erally considered satisfactory as far as 
they go, it must be understood that the 
enforcement depends ultimately upon the 
action of the Colonial legislatures and 
by the Imperial ministers whose depart- 
ments they concern. 

I u addition to the Australian naval 
arrangements, by which the Australa- 
sian contributions are to be largely in- 
creased on condition that certain vessels 
be oliicered and manned by Australa- 
sians, a general increase in Colonial 
naval subsidies was agreed to. The 
scheme also provides that some colonies 
shall allot part of their local military 
forces to Imperial defence in case of 
emergency, but Canada and Australia 
contented themselves with agreeing to 
keep their local forces in a state of 
elliciency, relying on volunteers iu case 
of 'Imperial need, as was done in South 
Africa. The contribution of Capo Col- 
ony t(| the Imperial navy was iixed at 
S2."i(),000 annually and of Natal at $175,- 
000. ' 1 

Tho preferential tariff arrangement is 
in a nebulous condition, depending en- 
rirely on future arrangements between 
the Mother Country and each individual 
colony, tho understanding being that 
such arrangements would follow the gen- 
eral liues of the Canadian tariff. The 
foregoing arrangements do not repre- 
sent the unanimous opinions of the eon- 
t'ereuce, but each resolution was adopted 
by a majority vote.

Gov- 
ernor illenry T. Gage sent his regrets 
at not being able to attend iu person, 
and sent a message of welcome, which 
was read by Myron Wolfe. Supreme 
Chancellor Fathers responded to the wel- 
come of the Governor. The Supremo 
lodge then went into secret session. The 
committee of credentials reports the dele- 
gates all entitled to their seats.

XOW HEMLOCK BARK. 

Ontario Finds Benefit of Prohibiting

This action 
tile part of the House lias put a S>top 
to the plans of the Australasian Iron 
ami Steel Corporation which has con- 
templated einbarkiug in the iron indus- 
try on a large scale. .Messrs. Sandforil 
and Thomas, agents of the company, 
recently made the following statement 
to tlie Sydney 'Morning Herald; 

Mr. Sand ford, when at home, assured 
the capitalists that a government •• ir.- 
tract for 100,000 tons of rails for deliv- 
ery over live years and a bonus on the 
Canadian basis, as well as a duty of 1(1 
per cent, subsequently on the irou and 
steel product, might be relied upon; but 
tile labor amendment to the bonus bill 
lias upset all calculations, and now :a 1 
leader of the Slate labor party has 
taken action which, if successful, must 
stop everything. 

"For one tlnug," said Mr. San I ford, 
"the delay is veiy objectionable. While 
tlie committee is sitting examining -\\ l- 
nesses, deliboi ating and framing ils re- 
port, no outside body or individual can 
do anything whatever. Then again Par- 
liament may accept or reject the report 
of such committee, and tlie -whole Olis'- 
uess will, if undertaken, involve a most 
disheartening waste of time. Of course 
no private company would attempt com- 
petition against the State, and if tho 
State could make up its mind and decide 
at once what it would do, those who 
really desire to see the iron industry 
established would then understand the 
position."

This is considered an 
era of high prices for meat, yet the re- 
tail prices of beef and veal is less to- 
day in tlie Boston market than it was 
in 187'J, although mutton and pork are 
slightly higher, Lard is worth 10 oer 
cent, less and butter 2:1 per cent, lens 
than in 1S7U. Cheese, milk and eggs 
are also considerably lower in price. 
Coal costs 2$ per cent, less; cotton goods 
of all kinds an average of over do ;>it 
cent, less; boots about 50 per cent. loss. 
Rentals for the smaller tenements have, 
decreased, and for the larger tenements 
have increased during the period. The 
reduction in the cost of board has been 
about 30 per cent. Another set of 
statistics in the same report shows the 
percentage distribution of income over 

.the various expenditures of families with 
a small income. The year 1875 is taken 
for comparison with tho present time. 
It appears that, of the families whose 
income was under $150, the distribution 

*wns as follows: /Subsistence, principally 
food, G4 per cent; clothing, 



taring of iron ami steel. The govern- 
ment would find itself involved in ques- 
tions of privato ownership and compe- 
tition on both sides of the operation. 
The government would have to go into 
the market for all manner of supplies, 
and also to dispose of the resulting pro- 
duct. Under such conditions, we do not 
see how tlie process of manufacture and 
distribution could possibly lie carried on 
economically by the government. Such 
an experiment so long as society is or- 
ganized on a basis of private ownership 
and competition, could only result in 
disastrous failure; and if Australia is to 
wait until society is otherwise organized, 
before the manufacture of iron and steel 
is established there, Australia will have 
to wait for :i very long time. No doubt 
tho promoters of this Australasian Iron 
and Steel 'Corporation havo carefully 
studied the needs and requ'l'emeutb of 
tho Australian and Oriental markets, and 
in consequeince must bo in a condition 
to appreciate the possibilities of British 
'Columbia as a base of supply. Their 
attention should be drawn to our iron 
aud steel resources.

THE PROVINCIAL LOAN FAILURE. 

Sir, — Some months ago It was stated in 
the local press, and endorsed by the 
Premier iu his pastoral, that the Issue be- 
tween government and governed was a 
llnauelal one. It was said that the life 
of the Ministry rested on the ability of 
the Premier and his colleagues to induce 
the Ottawa government to increase the 
subsidies of the province, or falling that, 
to further exploit the London market for 
a loan. The demand on the Ottawa gov- 
ernment, duly made, Is still hung up, aud 
nothing is likely to Ibe heard or it for a 
good while. Hut the London market ha» 
given u very prompt reply, and li hum 
spoken with an emphasis that cannot be 
misunderstood. It has knocked out in the 
tirst round the B. C. Act for raising a loan 
of £721,000. Tin.' 'bonds are unsaleable at 
any decent flgurc, as a number of gentle- 
men who underwrote them at UU would 
have found to their cost If Mr. (Prentice, 
our Finance Minister, had not "generously" 
relieved them from liability; In other words 
allowed them to withdraw their endorse- 
' mi ni, and throw the province back on Its 
I Uncle (the UunlO for further overdrafts, 

already HWollen to the $2,()0O,000 llgure. 
I uu Its furv, and In the absence of details, 
I Hie action of tho Finance minister would 
seeni to be scandalous and Inexcusable. 
A number of speculators had guaranteed

that, in common (so the English papers 
say) with all other colonial securities. II. 
C. s bunds were depressed. It Is nut claim- 
ed that the bonds were unsaleable ;it 02, 
but that they could nut be speedily dis- 
posed of at a prollt to the speculators Is 
clearly shown. It In even admitted that 
in a short while the market would recover, 
and our bunds be In demand at a higher 
point than !rj. It was, therefore, onlv a 
Muestlon of waiting ou die part of the 
underwriters for a few 'weeks at most, 
and Mr. Prentice's duly was to hold the 
'Humidors to their bargain — in the Interest 
of the province he had no alternative. Hu 
hart uu right to exercise the quality of 
"generosity," and release the speculators 
from a liability thev hail voliintnrv as- 
sumed. If the ease had 'been reversed— If 
tlie underwriters at 112 had sold the bonds 
til 100, would the province have shared In 
the prollt 7 Would the underwriters have 
offered Iu divide their earnings with the 
treasury'/ No Instance of this' kind Is re- 
corded. All provincial loans floated on the 
London market have yielded handsomely 
to the underwriters and brokers, lint no 
one hits ever heard oC any portion of their 
profits reaching the public coffers. The 
bargain has always been a bard and fast 
and the underwriters kept everything 
Ight. In the present instance we (lntl 
the guod, easy, "generous" nature of our 
Finance Minister was stirred to Its depths. 
His sympathies were aroused for the spec- 
ulators. The provincial interests were a 
secondary consideration. The province 
wants money and 'wants It badly. Its situa- 
tion Is desperate, deficits are growing and 
public credit Is at a discount, Mr. Pren- 
tice's plain duty was to have remembered 
that It Is best to 'be "Just before you ale 
generous," and that he had no right to re- 
lease those gentlemen without the warrant 
of a resolution of the legislature. Rut 1b 
his anxiety to aid his financial friends he 
forgot the duty he owed the province and 
has again shown his unfitness for the posi- 
tion he holds. He has sacrificed provincial 
Interests and has done more to lower the 
credit of the province than any of his pre- 
decessors. I shall "be agreeably disappoint- 
ed if an inquiry Into all the circumstances 
by the legislature should not develop a 
very grave scandal. The most serious fea- 
ture in connection wit hthls failure to float 
the bonds lies in the fact that $?„000,OOQ 
of the amount has been spent In advance 
of (Iotntlon, and that the remainder Is 
urgently required tfor payments on account 
of iWestmluster bridge ■construction nnd 
the running expenses of tho government, 
to meet which there is little or no money 
available. • sorutator.

With the daily reports of forest: tires 
started iu many cases through rank 
carelessness and the great damage done 
lo farmers and others if is well for all 
and sundry to remember that according 
to the iBush Fire Act heavy penalties 
may he indicted upon those guilty of 
such llagrant lawlessness. 

Sections -1 and of the act reads lis 
follows: 

4, It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to set out, or cause to be set out 
or started, any lire in or near the woods, 
within any lire district, between the 
lirst day of .May and the first day of 
October in any year, except for the pur- 
pose of clearing land, cooking, obtain- 
ing warmth, or for some industrial pur- 
pose; and in cases of starting tires for 
any of the above purposes, the obliga- 
tions and precautious imposed by Hie 
following sections shall he observed. 

5. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to set out. or cause to be. set out 
or started, between the lirst day of 
I.May and the |hst day of October in each 
year, within any lire district, any live 
for tin' purpose of clearing land, unless 
the owuer or occupier of any land on 
which lire shall be so made or started 
for the purpose of clearing the same 
shall, by himself or his servants, con- 
stantly wutcli over, manage and care 
for such lire, ami observe every reason- 
able cure and precaution to prevent 
such lire from spreading as aforesaid. 

A penalty of S."><l for each infraction 
of the law is provided, ami $100 in the 
case of locomotives not properly equip- 
ped with means to prevent the escape of 
I lire. 

Section I I of the act is as follows: 
It shall he the special duly of every 
I government agent, gold commissioner, 
I limber inspector, forest ranger, mining 
recorder, and provincial police officer or 
constable to enforce the provisions and 
requirements of this act. and in all 
eases coming within the knowledge of 
any such official, officer or constable, 
lo prosecute every person or body cor- 
porate by wl i there is reasonable 

cause for believing tiny contravention 
,', of this act has been committed.

Near Rossland. 



'Contact ftfine Ores Carry Good 
Values In Gold and 
Silver. 



Rossland, B. U., Aug. 12.— An in- 
teresting and important discovery has 
been mado in connection with ores of 
the Contact Mines, Limited, located in 
tho Burnaby section on the Columbia 
& Western railway, about 20 miles from 
this city. Henry P. Jackson, managing 
director of the company, which is a 
Scotrh concern, suspected the existence 
of platinum in the ore, and tootc ian 
average sample from the vein for Si) 
feet. 

This was assayed and found to con- 
tain -sold, silver, and platinum. It was 
then sent to refiners in Newark, New 
Jersey, and yesterday a report -was re- 
ceived to the effect that the oro carried 
platinum to the extent of ouo quarter 
ounce troy per ton. The refineTS state 
that this was a commercial quantity, and 
asked leave to make a bid on the con- 
cent rated output of the property. 

The discovery is regarded as of the ut- 
most value owing to the high price of 
platinum and its rarity. The ore carries 
ten to twelve dollars in sold and silvor, 
and is as excellent paying proposition. 
■It is the intention of the company to 
equip the property nt onco with a con- 
centrator and tramway.

Agricultural lands was the subject for 
elucidation at the meeting of the Voters' 
League held last flight, but before tho 
session was through many other matters 
came up for discussion. 
R. iSeabrook was voted to the chair. 
The city clerk by letter acknowledged 
tho receipt of the league's recommenda- 
tion with respect to u delegate to the 
onvoution at Grand Rapids. Filed. 
The department of U. S. Geological 
Survey, Philadelphia, asked for a copy 
of tho league's report on iron and steel. 
'Copies of the report will be forwarded 
to the writer. 

C. E. Kedfern said that lie had been 
asked by Mr. YV. P. Robertson, provin- 
cial mineralogist, to bring before tho 
league the fact that the government re 
about to make n collection bearing on 
the subject of iron deposits. lie hud 
suid that the government was fully alive 
to the value of the subject. Owing to 
the small amount of development of 
iron deposits it was utterly impossible to 
form a definite idea of the quantity 
available. 

While searching for markets for iron 
it would be well to find markets for lead 
ns there were great quantities of that 
metal ready for export. He had visited 
certain iron mines at Bnrkley Sound last 
spring, but they were not sufficiently 
far developed in order to give a definite 
idea of their extent. 

IC. H. Lugrin did uot think that it was 
advisable to send out officially the fact 
that wo did not kuow the extent of the 
iron deposits. All attempts to extract 
information from the government had 
Loon met with a rebuff and with being 
told that what little they knew did not 
warrant them in going into the matter. 

C. E. Red fern said it would be very 
unwise to publish to the world that we 
had unlimited deposits of iron ore be- 
cause no one deposit had ever been prov- 
en aud were not sufficient to warrant 
tin; government in making an official 
statement. The government had to be 
much more careful in what they stated 
than private individuals should be. 

A. L. Belyea thought the one place 
that anybody should go for information 
as to the deposits of the province would 
be the mineralogist's department, but 
this was the last thing that anybody 
who knew anything thought of doing. 
'Phis was not as it should bo as they 
j should have all information needed. 
There was at the present time a spirit of 
pessimism in the mines department and 
he knew of ono caso in which a very 
promising proposition hud been turned 
down by the department in tho same 
way that there was a disposition to turn 
down the investigations of the league. 

Mr. Shakespeare said a lot of time 
was wasted by talking over a lot of 
mutters that were not before the meet- 
ing in any way. 

The secretary stated that the meeting 
had been called to discuss the arable 
binds of Vancouver Island. 

K. Moborley read a supplementary 
report on this subject us follows: 
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could get information of all other part: 
Ho had come here to settle on land but 
he could not surmount the difficulties of 
clearing it.

It was pointed out that the engineer 
had recommended this to the council and 
it was to be considered at the next meet- 
ing of the street committee. 

The motion was carried, but Finance 
Minister Cameron staled there were no 
funds to do the work.. 

Then came the rates by-law, fixing the 
rate for the year at 24 mills, made up of 
'.) mills tor general purposes, 12 for debt, 
one for board of health and two for 
schools. It was up for reconsideration 
and filial passage. The by-law had 
barely been mentioned when Aid. Wil- 
liams jumped up and moved that it be 
given the six months ho'st. 

Aid. Cameron asked what was to be 
done to carry on the business of the city 
in the interval'.' There wus no need, 
ho said, of again going into a discussion 
of the subject. The by-law was already 
late. Tho council had to raise the taxes 
and the only way out of the matter was 
to face the proposition fairly. , 
Aid. McCaudless was in favor of giv- 
ing tho ratepayers an opportunity of 
voting on the proposition of diverting the 
estimated surplus from the money obtain- 
able from the Point Ellice bridge. If 
they declined to allow the council to do 
this, then the extra ijwo mills could be 
levied nud the council could not be 
blamed for it. 

Aid. Cameron pointed out that there 
was another wuy out of the matter. The 
council could levy 22 mills and get the 
balance out of frontage taxes for water 
and sewer mains. They had the power 
to levy frontage taxes for sewers and 
water mains. 

Aid. Kinsman would not vote for tho 
extra two mills until the people had had 
an opportunity to vote on the propositi 
to divert thasestimated surplus. 

Aid. Baruard contended that it would 
not help the property owners to levy 
frontage taxes, it would all come out of 
tho property in any ense.

Dodg ! ng Traps 

President Drysdaie Arrived on 
Wigwam In Searcli of the 
Sockeyets. 



Said to Be Interested In Appli- 
cations for Foreshore 
Rights. 



The steamer Wigwam was in port yes- 
terday, with President Drysdaie of the 
Alaska Packers' association, and Mr. 
Spencer of Seattle on board. The 
steamer arrived from Anacortes in the 
afternoon, and sailed in the evening, it 
is understood, for a cruise down the 
iSt raits to look for the salmon which 
failed to reach the traps. The trip 
from Anacortes was taken it was said 
for the purpose of ascertaining why tne 
salmon were not coming into the traps, 
which are doing very little at present. 
It is stated by some that President 
Drysdalo's visit was in connection with 
applications for foreshore rights on the 
Vancouver Island Coast, which aro be- 
ing made by Victorians with whom the 
Alaska Packers' association nro inter- 
ested in the venture, for the issuance of 
permits for traps on this side— which it 
is understood will occur next year— the 
Alaska Packers' association, according 
to well informed persons, intend to in- 
terest themselves in traps on this side. 

According to advices from the Xorth 
the catches on the Skeeua river have 
been very large, 

One cannery broke the record, putting 
up the largest pack in the history t>f 
the Xorth, and one that will compare 
very favorably with the largest packs 
put' up this season on the fJTrascr river. 
The lucky cannery was the Anglo- 
iKritish Columbia's plnirt, of which Mr. 
\\*. It. 'Lord, well known in this city, is 
the manager. It is one of tho can- 
neries controlled by Messrs. Bell-Irving 
Ae Co. of this city. The pack put up 
went just over 34,000, Which is several 
thousand better than was ever before 
done in the Xorth. 

Following is a detailed statement of 
the parks in the different canneries, ac- 
cording to the bfllcial figures furnished 
bv the managers themselves:

Advices received from the Xorth by 
the steamer Princess .May are to the 
effect that the packs at the Alaska can- 
neries are much smaller than last year, 
and with the poor look-out at the Sound 
canneries, the prospects are that the 
price of salmon will advance this seat 
sou. The poor prospects on the Sound 
will CIIUSC heavy losses t" 1 be dinners 
fur they prepared. for a large pack, ami 
soiuo of the canneries guaranteed their 
Chinese a pack of from -III, (Mil) to 50.- 
nil-i cases, ami if they do not can half 
thin ainoiinl they will have to pay the 
Chinese their wages for the number of 
i uses guaranteed. As the traps an' do- 
ing nothing, the' salmon, either through 
climatic conditions, or as some allege, 
avoiding the traps by instinct, are go- 
ing direct t'i the Frnser without passing 
through the locality in which the traps 
are built. 



X'ews was received from 'Dawson by 
tho steamer Princess May that as a 
result of a cloudburst which occurred 
on August 1st on Hunker Creek, dams 
were cut away, and open cuts and dam 
were damaged, practically all truces of 
tho summer's work being obliterated, 
tho damage done to the n ines on Hun- 
ker Creek is estimated at *200,000. 

From Dawson news wns received that 
the sympathy of the entire community 
there is with the Dominion telegraph 
employees who struck because of the 
non-payment of their wages for many 
months und the cutting of their wages 
from July on in addition. The feeling 
there is so strongly with tin; strikers as 
to amount almost to indignation. Tho 
local press, with the exception of the 
one government organ, is firmly sup- 
porting the strikers. 

It was expected chat the men all 
along tho line, from Dawson to Tagish 
at least, if n, it over all the stretch of 
2,000 miles from the Alaskan boundary 
on the Yukon to the Canadian Pacific 
railway, would go out with the Dawson 
men, but the force here was left to bear 
tho brunt of the contention alone. The 
Dawson corps comprises six men, name- 
ly, the local manager, two operators, 

superlnl lent ot maintenance for tho 

northern division and linemen and office 
clerk. All quit, and will not go to work 
until they an' paid and the differences ns 
to wages adjusted. The wages of these 
men and of nearly every one along the 
line are in arrears from two and three 
in ever, as much ns twenty-one months. 

Dining the coining winter the steamers 
of the .Northern Commercial company on 
the Yukon will be changed from wood to 
oil burners and news comes from Daw- 
son thai tanks are being erected at 
points along the northern river to store 
oil for fuel. Two tanks each with a 
capacity of 2.5(H) barrels will be erected 
| at Circle; two each with a capacity of 
2,500 barrels at Tniiana; two, one of 
5,000 barrels and another of 2.500 at An- 
dreafski, ami ten of 10.000 barrels ca- 
pacity each at the chief distributing 
[>oint, at St. Michael. Next year tanks 
will also be installed at Eagle. For tint 
beginning of the season, the Circle tanks 
will he the nearest Dawson, and steam- 
ers arc expected to be able to steam from 
there to Dawson nnd return on what oil 
they can got at that point. 

Prom Juneau news was received that 
on August 4th the ferry steamer Lono 
Fisermnu was gutted by fire at her lloat 
at the Pacific Coast wharf. The ferry 
gave Chief Casey and his two hoso com- 
panies a hard tussle, and when the fire 
company arrived, it looked like the 
steamer and wharf were doomed. Tho 
origin of the lire was unknown. 

Travelers between Haines and Skag- 
way state that many fishing boats were 
seen in the stream between Skagway 
and Ilaiues. Some of them wore capsiz- 
ed. None of the boats were occupied, 
but there was no other evidence that 
there had been loss of life, so the opin- 
ion was that the wind had caused the 
boats to break adrift. 

When Ceo. Anderson, the Canadian 
trade commissioner who went Xorth on 
the steamer iPrhieess May, was at 
'Skagway the very modest people of that 
pen laid a question which concerned 
them before him. The Skagway Alaskan 
says' "Secretary LeFevre, of the Skag- 
way chamber of commerce, laid the mat- 
ter of the privileged asked for by the 
Skagway merchants to carry Canadian 
goods in a bonded warehouse at this 
point and to liernk bulk anil re-enter 
them into Camilla, without having to 
pay duty. 

On iFriday a severe earthquake was 
experienced nt Skagway. It wns 50 
seconds long, rnttlir.g things up gen- 
erally. Several large plate glass win- 
dows were broken, and chimneys in the 
Northern part of the city tumbled down. 
The water in the Lynn canal rose five 
feet suddenly then subsided as quickly. 
Fishing boats of the canneries on the 
canal were pitched around. A report 
from Juneau says that the little tleet 
there was pitched around, several boats 
capsized. The long shock was followed 
by a lighter one. 

A disastrous lire at Forty Mile, Au- 
gust 5, nearly wiped out the town. The 
entire set of warehouses id' the X. A. T.
